LONG TITLE
General Description:

This bill modifies the sales and use tax exemption related to certain data centers.
Highlighted Provisions:

This bill:

» defines terms;

» provides that an amount paid or charged for a lesson is not subject to sales tax as an
admission or user fee;

» modifies the definition of a qualifying data center for purposes of the Sales and Use
Tax Act;

» exempts a marketplace facilitator that contracts with a restaurant from the
marketplace facilitator collection and remittance requirements; and

» provides a sales and use tax exemption for an occupant of a qualifying data center
for the purchase of certain machinery, equipment, or parts.

Other Special Clauses:

This bill provides a special effective date.

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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:

Section 1. Section 59-12-102 is amended to read:

59-12-102. Definitions.

As used in this chapter:

(1) "800 service" means a telecommunications service that:

(a) allows a caller to dial a toll-free number without incurring a charge for the call; and

(b) is typically marketed:

(1) under the name 800 toll-free calling;

(i1) under the name 855 toll-free calling;

(i11) under the name 866 toll-free calling;

(iv) under the name 877 toll-free calling;

(v) under the name 888 toll-free calling; or

(vi) under a name similar to Subsections (1)(b)(i) through (v) as designated by the
Federal Communications Commission.

(2) (a) "900 service" means an inbound toll telecommunications service that:

(1) a subscriber purchases;

(i1) allows a customer of the subscriber described in Subsection (2)(a)(i) to call in to
the subscriber's:

(A) prerecorded announcement; or

(B) live service; and

(ii1) is typically marketed:

(A) under the name 900 service; or

(B) under a name similar to Subsection (2)(a)(iii)(A) as designated by the Federal
Communications Commission.

(b) "900 service" does not include a charge for:

(1) a collection service a seller of a telecommunications service provides to a
subscriber; or

(i1) the following a subscriber sells to the subscriber's customer:
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(A) aproduct; or

(B) aservice.

(3) (a) "Admission or user fees" includes season passes.

(b) "Admission or user fees" does not include:

(1) annual membership dues to private organizations|[:]; or

(11) a lesson, including a lesson that involves as part of the lesson equipment or a

facility listed in Subsection 59-12-103(1)(f).

(4) "Affiliate" or "affiliated person" means a person that, with respect to another
person:

(a) has an ownership interest of more than 5%, whether direct or indirect, in that other
person; or

(b) is related to the other person because a third person, or a group of third persons who
are affiliated persons with respect to each other, holds an ownership interest of more than 5%,
whether direct or indirect, in the related persons.

(5) "Agreement" means the Streamlined Sales and Use Tax Agreement adopted on
November 12, 2002, including amendments made to the Streamlined Sales and Use Tax
Agreement after November 12, 2002.

(6) "Agreement combined tax rate" means the sum of the tax rates:

(a) listed under Subsection (7); and

(b) that are imposed within a local taxing jurisdiction.

(7) "Agreement sales and use tax" means a tax imposed under:

(a) Subsection 59-12-103(2)(a)(1)(A);

(b) Subsection 59-12-103(2)(b)(1);

(c) Subsection 59-12-103(2)(c)(1);

(d) Subsection 59-12-103(2)(d)(1)(A)(D);

(e) Section 59-12-204;

(f) Section 59-12-401;

(g) Section 59-12-402;

132 (11) "Alternative energy" means:

133 (a) biomass energy;

134 (b) geothermal energy;

135 (c) hydroelectric energy;

136 (d) solar energy;

137 (e) wind energy; or

138 (f) energy that is derived from:

139 (1) coal-to-liquids;

140 (i1) nuclear fuel;

141 (i11) oil-impregnated diatomaceous earth;
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142 (iv) oil sands;

143 (v) oil shale;

144 (vi) petroleum coke; or

145 (vil) waste heat from:

146 (A) an industrial facility; or

147 (B) apower station in which an electric generator is driven through a process in which

148  water is heated, turns into steam, and spins a steam turbine.
149 (12) (a) Subject to Subsection (12)(b), "alternative energy electricity production
150  facility" means a facility that:

151 (1) uses alternative energy to produce electricity; and
152 (i1) has a production capacity of two megawatts or greater.
153 (b) A facility is an alternative energy electricity production facility regardless of

154  whether the facility is:

155 (1) connected to an electric grid; or
156 (i1) located on the premises of an electricity consumer.
157 (13) (a) "Ancillary service" means a service associated with, or incidental to, the

158  provision of telecommunications service.

159 (b) "Ancillary service" includes:

160 (1) a conference bridging service;

161 (i1) a detailed communications billing service;

162 (ii1) directory assistance;

163 (iv) a vertical service; or

164 (v) avoice mail service.

165 (14) "Area agency on aging" means the same as that term is defined in Section

166  62A-3-101.
167 (15) "Assisted amusement device" means an amusement device, skill device, or ride
168  device that is started and stopped by an individual:

169 (a) who is not the purchaser or renter of the right to use or operate the amusement
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device, skill device, or ride device; and

(b) at the direction of the seller of the right to use the amusement device, skill device,
or ride device.

(16) "Assisted cleaning or washing of tangible personal property" means cleaning or
washing of tangible personal property if the cleaning or washing labor is primarily performed
by an individual:

(a) who is not the purchaser of the cleaning or washing of the tangible personal
property; and

(b) at the direction of the seller of the cleaning or washing of the tangible personal
property.

(17) "Authorized carrier" means:

(a) in the case of vehicles operated over public highways, the holder of credentials
indicating that the vehicle is or will be operated pursuant to both the International Registration
Plan and the International Fuel Tax Agreement;

(b) in the case of aircraft, the holder of a Federal Aviation Administration operating
certificate or air carrier's operating certificate; or

(c) in the case of locomotives, freight cars, railroad work equipment, or other rolling
stock, a person who uses locomotives, freight cars, railroad work equipment, or other rolling
stock in more than one state.

(18) (a) Except as provided in Subsection (18)(b), "biomass energy" means any of the
following that is used as the primary source of energy to produce fuel or electricity:

(1) material from a plant or tree; or

(i1) other organic matter that is available on a renewable basis, including:

(A) slash and brush from forests and woodlands;

(B) animal waste;

(C) waste vegetable oil;

(D) methane or synthetic gas produced at a landfill, as a byproduct of the treatment of

wastewater residuals, or through the conversion of a waste material through a nonincineration,
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198  thermal conversion process;

199 (E) aquatic plants; and

200 (F) agricultural products.

201 (b) "Biomass energy" does not include:

202 (1) black liquor; or

203 (i1) treated woods.

204 (19) (a) "Bundled transaction" means the sale of two or more items of tangible personal

205  property, products, or services if the tangible personal property, products, or services are:

206 (1) distinct and identifiable; and

207 (i1) sold for one nonitemized price.
208 (b) "Bundled transaction" does not include:
209 (1) the sale of tangible personal property if the sales price varies, or is negotiable, on

210 the basis of the selection by the purchaser of the items of tangible personal property included in

211  the transaction;

212 (i1) the sale of real property;

213 (i11) the sale of services to real property;

214 (iv) the retail sale of tangible personal property and a service if:

215 (A) the tangible personal property:

216 (D is essential to the use of the service; and

217 (IT) 1s provided exclusively in connection with the service; and

218 (B) the service is the true object of the transaction;

219 (v) the retail sale of two services if:

220 (A) one service is provided that is essential to the use or receipt of a second service;
221 (B) the first service is provided exclusively in connection with the second service; and
222 (C) the second service is the true object of the transaction;

223 (vi) a transaction that includes tangible personal property or a product subject to

224  taxation under this chapter and tangible personal property or a product that is not subject to

225  taxation under this chapter if the:
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(A) seller's purchase price of the tangible personal property or product subject to
taxation under this chapter is de minimis; or

(B) seller's sales price of the tangible personal property or product subject to taxation
under this chapter is de minimis; and

(vii) the retail sale of tangible personal property that is not subject to taxation under
this chapter and tangible personal property that is subject to taxation under this chapter if:

(A) that retail sale includes:

(I) food and food ingredients;

(II) a drug;

(II) durable medical equipment;

(IV) mobility enhancing equipment;

(V) an over-the-counter drug;

(VD) a prosthetic device; or

(VII) a medical supply; and

(B) subject to Subsection (19)(f):

(I) the seller's purchase price of the tangible personal property subject to taxation under
this chapter is 50% or less of the seller's total purchase price of that retail sale; or

(IT) the seller's sales price of the tangible personal property subject to taxation under
this chapter is 50% or less of the seller's total sales price of that retail sale.

(c) (1) For purposes of Subsection (19)(a)(1), tangible personal property, a product, or a
service that is distinct and identifiable does not include:

(A) packaging that:

(I) accompanies the sale of the tangible personal property, product, or service; and

(IT) 1s incidental or immaterial to the sale of the tangible personal property, product, or
service;

(B) tangible personal property, a product, or a service provided free of charge with the
purchase of another item of tangible personal property, a product, or a service; or

(C) an item of tangible personal property, a product, or a service included in the
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254  definition of "purchase price."

255 (i1) For purposes of Subsection (19)(c)(1)(B), an item of tangible personal property, a
256  product, or a service is provided free of charge with the purchase of another item of tangible
257  personal property, a product, or a service if the sales price of the purchased item of tangible
258  personal property, product, or service does not vary depending on the inclusion of the tangible
259  personal property, product, or service provided free of charge.

260 (d) (i) For purposes of Subsection (19)(a)(ii), property sold for one nonitemized price
261  does not include a price that is separately identified by tangible personal property, product, or
262  service on the following, regardless of whether the following is in paper format or electronic

264 (A) abinding sales document; or
265 (B) another supporting sales-related document that is available to a purchaser.
266 (i) For purposes of Subsection (19)(d)(i), a binding sales document or another

267  supporting sales-related document that is available to a purchaser includes:

268 (A) abill of sale;

269 (B) a contract;

270 (C) an invoice;

271 (D) alease agreement;

272 (E) aperiodic notice of rates and services;

273 (F) aprice list;

274 (G) arate card,

275 (H) areceipt; or

276 (I) aservice agreement.

277 (e) (1) For purposes of Subsection (19)(b)(vi), the sales price of tangible personal

278  property or a product subject to taxation under this chapter is de minimis if:
279 (A) the seller's purchase price of the tangible personal property or product is 10% or
280 less of the seller's total purchase price of the bundled transaction; or

281 (B) the seller's sales price of the tangible personal property or product is 10% or less of

(i1) For purposes of Subsection (19)(b)(vi), a seller:

(A) shall use the seller's purchase price or the seller's sales price to determine if the
purchase price or sales price of the tangible personal property or product subject to taxation
under this chapter is de minimis; and

(B) may not use a combination of the seller's purchase price and the seller's sales price
to determine if the purchase price or sales price of the tangible personal property or product
subject to taxation under this chapter is de minimis.

(ii1) For purposes of Subsection (19)(b)(vi), a seller shall use the full term of a service
contract to determine if the sales price of tangible personal property or a product is de minimis.

(f) For purposes of Subsection (19)(b)(vii)(B), a seller may not use a combination of
the seller's purchase price and the seller's sales price to determine if tangible personal property
subject to taxation under this chapter is 50% or less of the seller's total purchase price or sales
price of that retail sale.

(20) "Certified automated system" means software certified by the governing board of
the agreement that:

(a) calculates the agreement sales and use tax imposed within a local taxing
jurisdiction:

(i) on a transaction; and

(i1) 1in the states that are members of the agreement;

(b) determines the amount of agreement sales and use tax to remit to a state that is a
member of the agreement; and

(c) maintains a record of the transaction described in Subsection (20)(a)(i).

(21) "Certified service provider" means an agent certified:

(a) by the governing board of the agreement; and

(b) to perform a seller's sales and use tax functions for an agreement sales and use tax,
as outlined in the contract between the governing board of the agreement and the certified

service provider, other than the seller's obligation under Section 59-12-124 to remit a tax on the

(b) automatic data processing equipment to perform a task.

(29) "Computer software maintenance contract" means a contract that obligates a seller
of computer software to provide a customer with:

(a) future updates or upgrades to computer software;

(b) support services with respect to computer software; or

(30) (a) "Conference bridging service" means an ancillary service that links two or
more participants of an audio conference call or video conference call.

(b) "Conference bridging service" may include providing a telephone number as part of
the ancillary service described in Subsection (30)(a).

(c) "Conference bridging service" does not include a telecommunications service used
to reach the ancillary service described in Subsection (30)(a).

(31) "Construction materials" means any tangible personal property that will be
converted into real property.

(32) "Delivered electronically" means delivered to a purchaser by means other than
tangible storage media.

(33) (a) "Delivery charge" means a charge:

(1) by a seller of:

(A) tangible personal property;

(B) a product transferred electronically; or

(C) a service; and

(38) "Digital book" means a work that is generally recognized in the ordinary and usual
sense as a book.

(39) (a) "Direct mail" means printed material delivered or distributed by United States
mail or other delivery service:

(A) amass audience; or

(B) addressees on a mailing list provided:

(I) by a purchaser of the mailing list; or

(II) at the discretion of the purchaser of the mailing list; and

(i1) if the cost of the printed material is not billed directly to the recipients.

429 (1) cannot withstand repeated use; and

430 (i1) are purchased by, for, or on behalf of a person other than:

431 (A) a health care facility as defined in Section 26-21-2;

432 (B) a health care provider as defined in Section 78B-3-403;

(c) uses the machinery, equipment, normal operating repair or replacement parts, or
materials in the operation of the establishment; and

(89) amounts paid or charged for an item exempt under Section 59-12-104.10.

Section 3. Effective date.

This bill takes effect on July 1, 2020.
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
